JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

From this port we have advices to the lst January. The 
following shows the state of the market :-— 

Txa.—The transactions of the fortnight have been confined to purchases 
for the American market. Settlements are estimated at 3,600 piculs, 
principally composed of the finest kinds, for which holders will not accept 
any lower rates. The total export for 1866 is given at 6,000,000 tls., 
against 6,150,000 in the previous year. 

Srtx.—Owing to a desire to realise on the of native holders, 
prices had declined $20 for first qualities and for inferior, at which 
rates about 600 bales had been settled. A few bales superior Maibash 
brought $1,025. The unsold stock was about 2,000 bales, chiefly coarse 
and inferior. 

Imports.—The market has been very depressed, and most decriptions 
of manufactured goods are quoted lower, owing in a great measure to the 
arrival of large supplies from China. Black Woollen goods are in great 
demand, and command extravagant rates, while others are quite 
neglected.

SHANGHAI.

;,, Lhe following is the report on the markets. 
EXPORTS. 

Tea.—In Black the settlements have been on a very limited scale, only 
ten chops having changed hands during the fortnight, and purchases 
could be made on more advantageous terms. The settlements were 2,800 
chests, and reshipments on owner’s account, 1,000 chests. Stock, 16,500 
chests. Quotations: Oonam, common, tls. 17 to 19; Ningchow, common 
to fair, tls. 194 to 224. In Greens the business had been very small, and 
even considerable reductions by the teamen failed to induce an active de- 
mand ; no actual change in prices can therefore be quoted. The settlements 
for the fortnight were 9,600 half-chests, and reshipment on owners’ 
account 8,800 half-chests; stook, 60,000 half-chests, of which about 
2,000 are Ping-suey and 2,000 Shanghai-packed. Gunpowder, Cargo, tls. 
81 to 87; superior, 88 to 48; fine, 50 to 61, Young Hyson, Cargo, tls. 
20 to 25; superior, 26 to 38; fine, 39to 46. At Kiukiang (3rd January) 
no shipments of Black teas had been made by foreigners, all business 
being on nature account. The stock is 2242 packages. In greens no 
transactions whatever are reported; the stocks were 65816 packages. 
At Hankow (2nd January) settlements amounted to only five chops, and 
holders showed some anxiety to sell. Quotations were, Oopacks common 
to fair tls. 15 to 16.7. Oonams, common 12.5 to 13.—Stoeks 4720 chests. 

S1Lx.—A small business only has been transacted, owing to the failure 
of E-kee, one of the largest silk hongs, and involving several 
smaller ones. Settlements are estimated at only 300 bales, at prices 
current at the Jast mail, the unsold stock being about 1,500 bales. 
The quantity brought forward by the present mail is 250 bales China, and

IMPORTS. 

Corrons.—The near approach of the Chinese New Year, coupled with 
the scarcity of money among native dealers, has caused business in manu- 
factured goods to be confined to a small compass. Grey Shirtings are 
lower, both for 7 lb. and 84 lb. goods. White Shirtings and T-Cloths 
have also given way in value. Black Velvets and Turkey Reds have ad- 
vanced in price and are enquired for. 

Woo.tens.—Spanish Stripes are very unsaleable. Black Camlets have 
been in demand for the Japan market at high prices, but assorted continue 
difficult to place. Long Ells have not been enquired for, and the market 
for these goods is weak. Lastings are quite unsaleable. . 

Merars.—lIron is dull of sale. Lead steady, but attracts little notice. 
Quicksilver, no demand. 

Coats.—The market has continued active, but sales have been confined 
to Australian, Japan, and American sorts, there being no English coals on 
the market. The only arrival of Cardiff remains in first hands for con- 
sumption. Arrivals for the fortnight include 1,003 tons Anthracite, 965 
tons Japan, 1,227 tons Cardiff, and 245 tons Australian, in all 3,540 tons. 
Sales have been made of Anthracite at taels 11.2.5; Australian, taels 9; 
Japan, (best) taels 7.5. The total importations of foreign coals into Shang- 
hai for 1866 was 139,008 tons, of which 60,705 were English. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates are to the 15th of January. There was little news 
of interest, and no change in the state of affairs generally. 
Since the ordinances which lately excited so much opposition 
in the colony had been somewhat modified by Government, 
the Chinese inhabitants appeared reconciled to them. A 
general impression prevailed that the great apparent progress 
of the colony of late years was not real, but was due only to 
the large amount of capital which the various banks sought 
to employ, and which is now being withdrawn. 

The Chinese authorities at Canton have at length com- 
menced the purchase of steamers for the police of the inner 
waters, and in the course of a few months will probably be in 
possession of several such vessels. ‘They have just purchased 
the Fee Loong, a little iron boat launched the other day at 
Hong Kong for Douglas, Lapraik and Co., having been got out 
in pieces from England. She is to be commanded by an 
Englishman, and will be employed as a despatch boat and 
transport on the interior rivers, thus both proving highly 
serviceable, it may be presumed, to the Government and 
familiarizing the Chinese with that idea of inland navigation 
by steamers which has been treated with so many real or 
affected apprehensions by the truculent Li Hung-chang, the 
Governor of Kiang-su. 

IMPORTS. 

The James Russel, Chusan, and Ariel have arrived with general cargoes, 
and the market has been freely supplied by foreigners, and also by Chinese 
who had bought “to arrive.” In value there is hardly any change to 
notice either in goods or metals, but a fair business has been done as the 
native demand has been larger than usual, in anticipation perhaps of their 
new year holidays, which commence on the 5th February. Quotations:

S1.k.—Canton: We hear that buyers have taken 100 bales re-reeled 
Tsatlee at 515 to 610 dols., and 200 boxes re-reeled Cumchuck at 560 
to 565 dols. per picul. 

DrvuGs.—250 piculs Cassia have been placed at 19 dols. 75c. to 20 
dols. per picul. Of Camphor, small quantities have been placed at 28 dols.

FOOCHOW. 

Dates from this port are to the sthof January. Prior to the Christmas 
holidays the tea market continued inactive, but subsequently, holders of 
Congous having given way 14 to 2 taels, considerable settlements were 
effected, and, teamen again becoming firm, prices recovered } to 1 tael. 
Pekoes show 3 to 5 taels reduction. Considerable transactions have been 
effected in Oolongs, but rates have been so irrezular that no actual decline 
can be quoted. ‘The arrivals of Congou and Souchong amount to 621,100 
chests; of Oolong, 178,600 half chests. Settlements from Dec. 21 :— 
Congou: 17,400 chests, dust to common, at 5% to 124 taels; 13 400 half 
chests, coarse to good flavoury, at 123 to 174 taels, Souchong: 900 
chests, 150 half chests, at 16 to 25taels. Pekoe: 800 chesta, at 18 to 
30 taels.

THE PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The appointment of Mr. Ricketts to this Consulate, oon- 
firmed in your last number, although it is to be hoped that it 
will prove satisfactory, was quite unexpected, it having been 
supposed by the English residents here that the absolute fit- 
ness for the post and the great lingual powers of Mr. Loney, 
the present Acting Consul, would have caused his appoint- 
ment. It is questionable whether an officer of dragoons is 
exactly the man qualified to conduct the purely commercial 
interests of our countrymen. 

The new Captain General, La Gandara, seems to be an in- 
telligent and energetic man, quite different to the usual run of 
Spanish functionaries. To the disgust and alarm of petty 
official and local red-tapists he insists upon mixing himself up 
with such paltry but necessary things as roads, light, 
drainage, &c., initiating sundry reforms in the munici 
pality, which may give a chance for Manila to retrieve 
its bad name of ‘a disgrace to the civilised world.” He 
stopped a month in Singapore on his way here, ahd seems 
to have been greatly impressed by what he saw and heard. He 
declares he will not leave this place without inaugurating 
water and gas. As we said at school, tempus monstrabu, but 
meatime, tempus fugit, and if he do not carry these measures 
through during his first year of office he may find increased 
difficulty hereafter. People here have adopted the idea that 
“ foreign capital” is to regenerate the colony, and the General 
propounded to me afew days agothe postulate, that “ capital,like 
water, will always find its level.” Notwithstanding this abstract 
doctrine we have to consider the material obstacles to be over- 
come ’ere foreign capital can flow hitherwards, amongst which 
the discredit of the Government and its obstructive and 
obsolete system of administration are not least. 

The measures required most calculated at present to assist 
the development of this colony, are the abolition of the 
differential duties of such restrictions upon the free circulation 
of commerce as the various vexatious prohibitions affecting the 
purchase of foreign vessels by Spaniards, and the trammels and 
fetters with which both exportation and importation have been 
loaded in days gone by. And the angel that shall conduct 
these islands to immense prosperity and importance one day 
is, according to my idea, John Chinaman. The Chinese 
have now the monopoly of internal trade throughout the Phi-

lippines, the lethargic natuté of the Indian impeding him from 
successful competition in any way. And when the Chinese 
shall be freély invited and encoutaged to flow over here they 
will fill up overy department of industry and agriculture, at 
which they excel. Production will begin without limits, but 
the population will be radically changed; dnd thid is what 
actuates the Government in discouraging Chinese immigration. 
The Spaniard cannot be made to see that John Chinaman with 
all his faults is a better subject and fulfiller of the duties of 
humanity than the actual Indian occupant of the soil. Spain 
has Christianised the Indian (or imagines she has ; really havirig 
only substituted one idolatry for dnother), and the religious 
element in Spanish affairs watches over him with protective 
and fatherly interest. Nevertheless, most Europeans, long re- 
sidents in the country, agree in the opinion founded upon a 
painful experience, “ That the Philippine Indian is by naturd 
unfitted for the responsibilities of civilised life.” Iam aware 
that this same was formerly declared of the negro, and that 
nowadays the “ everlasting” is expected to live it down, and 
whilst I dffirm it as regards the present condition of the race, I 
by no means deny that with time and care the mind could 
be developed and imbued with the moral elements required. 

November and December are exceedingly wet months this 
year, which very seldom happens, and the rice crops not got 
in may be expected to suffer considerably. The Numancia, 
ironclad, was to have sailed this week ostensibly for Madagascar, 
where sho was to coal, &. The Lenton troupe of acrobats is 
delighting the Manilese ladies, and drawing crowded houses, 
paying them better, so they state, than any other place they 
have visited in the East. What we greatly want here is a good 
opera conipatiy. High and low are passionately fond of music, 
and a coripany would find here a remunerstive permanent 
abode. I have no doubts of that. The Mangard Cotnpany 
left last year and have not returned, on account of a quarrel 
with the authorities ; but people had such a taste of regular 
operatic performances that to secure similar delights they will 
in future put up with any vagaries of managers or singers 
rather than lose them again.

The committee recently formed to undertake the manage- 
ment of this annual banquet will hold their first meeting at 
Willis’s Rooms on the 4th inst., for the purpose of electing a 
chairman, appointing an honorary secretary (pro tem.), fixing 
the date of the dinner for the present year, and making some 
arrangement to place the undertaking on a permanent footing.

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The Army and Navy Gazette states that a new regiment for service at 
Hong Kong is about to be formed. It will be about 700 strong, of all 
ranks, and will be composed, we believe, principally of Beloochees. The 
European officers will consist of one lieutenant-colonel, one major, six 
Captains, six lieutenants, a paymaster, an adjutant and quartermaster; and 
the appointments, we may presume, will be made either from the half-pay 
list or from those officers who are supernumerary of their rank. [We 
believe our contemporary is in error, and that this regiment is the one 
reported in our issue of the 26th January. We now add the full comple- 
ment of this corps. ] 

Hone Kone Corps.—1 lieut. colonel, 1 major, 6 captains, 6 lieu- 
tenants, 1 paymaster, 1 adjutant, 1 quartermaster, 1 sergeant major, 1 

uartermaster sergeant, 1 subador major, 5 subadors, 6 jemadora, 1 havil-

Pay and allowances £14,515. The Hong Kong corps will be officered 
by officers of the Ceylon rifle regiment, so as to allow of exchanges and 
reliefs. The aubalterns of the new corps will be of the rank of lieutenant. 

The Rodney, 78, screw ship, 2,770 tons, 500-horse power, Captain 
Algernon C. F. Heneage, is ordered to be ready to proceed to sea for her 
destination as the flagship of Vice-Admiral Sir Heory Keppel, K.C.B., 
on the China station, by the 16th March: Her crew numbers now nearly 
seven hundred officers and men, who are at present ae in the Naval 
Barracks of Sheerness Dockyard, but on the Ist of Marc they are to be 
turned over to the ship. 

The Duke of Edinburgh arrived at Devonport from Paddington, and 
having taken refreshments at the official residence of Admiral-Superin- 
tendent Drummond in the dockyard, went with his suite on board his ship, 
the Galatea, 26, in Plymouth Sound. On the 28rd the Commander-in- 
Chief, Admiral Sir William Martin, mustered and inspected the crew 
of the frigate, and she sails for Lisbon, Gibraltar, and Malta. 

We are glad to be able to announce to the officers of Her Majesty’s 
infantry that the present blue undress frock-coat is to be abolished, and a 
neat patrol-jacket substituted for it. We need scarcely say that the present 
saan is as generally as it is deservedly detested, and the change will 

welcomed by all ranks, from the slim ensign to the sometimes portly 
field-officer, 

The Navy estimates for the year 1867-8 have just been issued, and 
from them we learn that the sum required to be voted is £10,926, 258, 
which is a net increase on the last yote of £491,518. The item required 
by the Comptroller of the Navy is £522,559 more than that voted last 
year, while the sum required for the Storekeeper-General of the Navy is 
£147,990 less. Wages to seamen and marines are increased by £34,993, 
and miscellaneous services by £62,500. A saving of £7,052 is effected 
in the vote for the coastguard service, &c. The total force in the fleet and 
Coastguard services to be voted this year is 67,300, being some 60 more 
than last year. £88,350 is required for a ship to be builton the design of 
Captain Coles, leaving £191,650 to be voted in future years to make ode 
Contract price. Another new item is a sum of £344,350 for armour-plated 
ships, iron ships, and gunboats—the amount to be voted in future years 
being £400,650. £20,000 more is wanted for the purchase of dockyard 
tugs. 


costume), who adds to her instrumental noise a vocal noise, called a song, 
which seems to resemble “ Do you know the mu‘in man ?” in so far as it 
appears to have no natural end, but has to be stopped by the children’s 
parent, who (probably when he can’t bear it any longer) brings it to a con- 
clusion by beating together two wooden things like those weapons with 
which buttermen attack great masses of butter. This is one part of the 
entertainment. For the rest there are juggling, acrobatism, top-spinning, 
and the “ butterfly trick.” The juggling and the acrobatism are certainly 
not superior, one would say, to what may be seen here any day in the 
week ; but the top-spinning is marvellous, and the “ butterfly trick’ is 
very ingenious and elegant. Appearance is greatly studied. One acrobat 
gets himself up with a gigantic red wig, and looks like an imp in one of 
our pantomimes; and if the acrobat who swung about on a bamboo-pole 
really meant (as it is reasonable to suppose he did) to act a chimpanzee to 
the life, he must be allowed to have been eminently successful, to the ex- 
tent even of shaking the disbelief of those who deny man’s descent er 
ascent from the ape. Pharavh had his chief baker and chief butler; and 
the Tycoon is said to have his “ chief top-spinner.” This is Ga-en-see, 
who, if he failed once or twice, failed chiefly through his gear not being in 
proper order, and at last succeeded triumphantly. Considering the con- 
versation he carried on all the time with his family, and the series of obser- 
vations he took the unnecessary trouble to make during his labours to the 
audience, it is wonderful he did not make more failures. He made a top 
spin all over his body, on the edge of a sharp sword, up and down and 
along a string which (if we properly understood his movements) he first 
greased by passing it through his anointed hair; and, still more worderful, 
up and along, and round and down a succession of obstacles more easily 
comprehended at a glance than from verbal explanation. Sutffice it to say 
that the top went up-bill and through the doors, and ascended a tower, 
and put up a ladder, and turned round corners, and careered along the flat, 
and “finished” down-hill. Asi-kitchi-san took some common looking 
paper, twisted pieces into a certain shape, and with the help of two fans 
and some flowers created qnite an idea of butterflies hovering about their 
favourite haunts. For, of course, every one had a fana—even the acrobat 
who did the chimpanzee on the bamboo-pole.

THE screw steam frigate Galatea, 26, Capt. the Dake of Edinburgh, left 
Plymouth Sound yesterday morning for Lisbon, Gibraltar, and Malta. 
After a sojourn of a few months in the Mediterranean she will proceed to 
Australia, after which Bombay, Calcutta, China, and J apan will be 
visited. The voyage round the world will involve a total absence of about 
two years. 

Tue Postat Sgavice to Cutwa via Russia.—At last the Postal 
authorities have arranged to forward correspondence to China through 
Russia. The notification should have stated the average time occupied 
by this route. Our experience of it is about 65 to 70 days from London to 
Tientzin. Letters should be posted on Friday or Monday specially ad- 
dressed “Via St. Petersburgh ” and will be charged as follows:—To 
Peking, Kalgan and Tientsin, half an ounce, Is. 9d.; above half an ounce 
and not exceeding one ounce, 3s. 6d. ; and for every additional half-ounce 
or portion thereof, ls. 9d. To Urga, at the following rates :—Not above 
half an ounce, 1s. 2d.; above half an ounce and not more than one ounce 
2s. 4d.; and for every additional half-ounce or part thereof, 1s. 2d. A 
fee of 4d. is charged on each registered letter in addition to the above 
rates. 

Tae Aanmy Estimates.—The total sum asked for in the Army Esti- 
mates, which have been published, is £14,752,200, being an increase of 
£412,200 over that of the previous year. The increase is chiefly in the 
charges for the effective services (£12,625,900, as against £12,224,700 for 
1866-7), the estimates for the non-effective services being only some 
£11,000 more than last year. To the numerical strength of the army, 
which it is proposed shall be 139,163, there is an addition of only 1] men. 
There is an increase of £60,300 for the pay of the army, £155,20u for 
the commissariat and movement of troops, £115,600 for clothing and sup- 
plies, £12,900 for the Volunteers, £3,000 for the pensioners and army 
reserve force, and £56,700 for manufacturing departments and materials 
for warlike stores. The estimates contain charges amounting in the whole 
to £3,193,278 for military purposes in the colonies. This expenditure is 
distributed thus:—Canada, £635,604; Nova Scotia, £218,615; New- 
foundland, £21,441; Burmuda, £167,819; West Indies, £275,898 ; 
Australasia, £170,696 ; China, £228,749; Ceylon, Straits Settlements, 
and Labuan, £239,964; Mauritius, £132,112; West Coast of Africa, 
£103,820; Cape and Natal, £289,379; St. Helena, £41,188; Gibraltar 
and Malta, £667,973. The sums that will probably be repaid by the 
colonies amount to only £348,700 :—Ceylon and Straits Settlements, 
£220,000 ; Australia, £43,000; Mauritius, £45,000; China, £15,000; 
Cape and Natal, £19,500; Malta, £6,200.

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THE JAPANESE ENTERTAIN MENT: 

The exhibition lately opened at St. Martin’s Hall is one of the most sin- 
gular ever offered to the curiosity of the British public. In the words of an 
advertisement, ‘ the Japanese troupe have arrived,” and the eleven mem- 
bers composing it perform nightly before an assembly of spectators not so 
numerous, to judge from a single occasion, as one would have expected. 
The exhibitors are declared to have been “ imported entire and direct 
from Japan.” Whether human curiosities do not usually arrive in this 
country from such distant places as Japan entire, but in pieces like the 
china one’s friends take the useless trouble to send one, is best known to 
“ spirited” and “ enterprising” showmen ; but the Japanese troupe is not 
now, whatever it may have been on its first arrival, exactly entire. The 
** chief,” unfortunately, has lost the use of one hand, so that he cannot 
exhibit his feats; and, as he is said to be a “ perfect miracle,”’ those per- 
sons who do not believe in miracles have perhaps missed an nt al of 
conversion. He however joins in the salutations with which t e perform- 
ances commence, and which are after this fashion: the eleven performers 
clatter on to the stage, having upon their feet apparently trestles, and round 
their legs petticoats, without crinoline or other artifice to enable the 
wearer to walk freely. They stand in a row before the footlights, and then

cibly in sound and tone of a farrago of those ordinary street cries to which 
every Londoner is accustomed, but which “no feller can understand.’’ 
The “chief,” too, from time to time, appears upon the stage to direct the 
proceedings, and in an extremely affable manner and with great volubility 
addresses the audience in his native language. No doubt he gives expla- 
nations which are a great assistance to the polyglot spectator, but to the 
multitude it matters little whether he endeavour to explain or mystify, 
whether he bless or curse.

THE ANGLO-CHINESE FLEET. 

(19th.) On the vote of £101,300, to make good {o the Chinese Goyern- 
ment the value of the Anglo-Chinese flotilla, Colonel Sygvg asked for 
some explanation of this vote.—Mr. Hunt said that in the year ]865 an 
arrangement was made with the Chinese Government that if they would 
not sell the Anglo-Chinese flotilla they should be compensated for any loss 
thev might sustain. It was thought that if they were obtained by either of the 
belligerent parties in America Imperial interests might be Pees The 
value put upor the flotilla when it Jeft China for England was £152,500, 
and the value for which it had been sold was £51,350. The ships were 
all either sold or contracted to be sold but one, and if that were sold the 
money would be paid to the Exchequer.—Colonel Syxes said that Cap- 
tain Sherard Osborn, who was sent out to command this flotilla, found 
that he was not to be in the service of the Emperor, but of a local go- 
vernor, and he therefore very properly threw up the commission. This 
country was now called upon to incur a loss of £101,000 as the result of 
a policy which had been consistently deprecated by hon. gentlemen now 
sitting on the Ministerial side of the House from the year 1859 to the 
close of jast session. The House was aware that he (Colonel Sykes) 
had also deprecated this policy, and he was still of opinion that we had 
committed a breach of neutrality jp taking part against the Taipings. 
He therefore protested against this vote.—Mr. BaxTeRr was afraid it was 
too late to protest against the vote, but he hoped it would be the last of 
a similar kind that would ever appear upon the estimates. The vote was 
then agreed to. The resolutions were ordered to be reported, and the 
House resumed. 

THE ARMY IN CHINA, INDIA, &C. 

(Feb. 26th.) Major Anson moved for 8 Select Committee to inquire 
into the duties performed by the British Army in India and the Colonies, 
and the possibility of employing certain portions of the Indian army io 
our colonial and military dependencies; and, in support of his motion, 
argued that while the British Empire comprised a larger number of 
military forces than any other, our military system was so arranged that it 
was on the British troops that the weight of Indian and colonial service 
fell. He need hardly point out to the House that the great amount of 
tropical service performed in India, China, the Mauritius, and other 
places, must have a very serious effect on the physical condition of our 
soldiers in case they had to undertake a hard campaign in Europe. In 
China it appeared, from the last returns, that during the J4 years endio 
in 1854 the loss of European troops amounted to something like 1, 
men, while 2,500 were invalided—io other words, actually Jost to the 
gervice—out of an annual average force maintained there of 1,300; so 
that the whole force was sacrificed nearly three times within the period he 
had named. That he could not help thinking was a most scan- 
dalous waste of our soldiers for no good purpose whatsoever. 
Up to 1865, with the exception of the years 1853-4-5, we had 
employed in China native troops from India, and he would give the 
House eome idea of the different effect produced by the climate on whites 
and blacks when he stated that in the case of the former the mortality had 
been at the rate of 57 per 1,000, while in that of the latter it was only 
28; the proportion of the invalided—a most expensive item—being as 
51 whites to 27 blacks, and the constantly sick 74 to 49. These statistics 
clearly established, he thought, the justice of the inference that black were, 
so far as health was concerned, more useful than European troops in China. 
When the black troops were withdrawn an epidemic set in among the 
Europeans, because they had to perform duties which were previously 
performed by the former; that course having been taken without the 
opinion of a single officer who had served in°China having been asked 
as to the propricty of the step. The resuit was that the whi-e troops had 
been so reduced by the epidemic as to have been rendered perfectly useless. 
There were, however, two objections made to the non-employment of 
European and the employment of black troops in China. The persons 
whose wishes seemed for the most part to be consulted on the matter 
were the Chinese merchants, and they seemed to be of opinion that 
they would not be safe if left to the protection simply of native 
saldiers. His answer was that there was hardly a Chinese mer- 
chant at Hong Kong who had not in all probability two-thirds 
ef his capital at Shanghai, where there were no European soldiers. — 
Mr. O'REILLY moved, as an amendment or addition to the motion, that 
the committee should inquire into the best means of organising a force of 
Asiatic troops for hh service in suitable climates, arguing that our 
policy was to use British troops as the backbone of our military troops, to 
place them only in healthy stations, and to supplement them by native 
troops and the use of the telegraph and steam transports. He remarked 
that ifa colonial corps remained in one place, it could never meet any 
evemy but a local one, and the officers, deprived of the prospect of a dis- 
tinguished career, must settle down to perpetual expatriation from their 
coontry and the command of a corps in which they could never rise 
beyond the rank of lieutenant-colonel. it was almost impossible that such 
a corps could attain cistinction in military service ; and yet such a corps 
was to be organised for Chiaa, and officered by officers on the half-pay 
list. Could men who had the prospect of spending their lives in China be 
expected to enter heart and soul into their military duties ? It was impossible 
that a corps thus irremovable should attain to a state of satisfactory efficiency. 
—Sir H. RawLinson expressed a doubt whether Indian troops would 
really be of much use in such climates as New Zealand, Australia, and 
the Cape, though they might be serviceable in the Mauritius and China.— 
General PEEL consented to the appointment of the committee, but in- 
sisted that no report of a committee could relieve the Governor-Gene- 
ral or Indian Secretary from requiring the presence of a certain number 
of British troops in India. He said, with reference to Hong Kong, the 
hon. member who seconded the motion referred to the regiment which 
we are about to raise for service in Hong Kong. We are doing in that 
case exactly what he wishes; that isto say, we are going to employ na- 
tive troops where the climate is unhealthy for British troops, We have 
applied to the Secretary of State for India to advise upon the 
best method of arranging as to this regiment. A question 
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arises as to how you are to officer these troops. It would be 
necessary that their officers should have a certain knowledge of 
their language, and should be able to command the respect of their 
men. The hon. gentleman opposite said I objected on constitutional 
grounds to the employment of the native troops which were employed 
during the Chinese war.—Mr. O'ReILty: I only said I understood the 
right hon. and gallant gentleman to object to their continuance in China. 
—General Pret: My objection to their continuance there certainly wa 

a constitutional one. That is one of the objections which I think Jould 
apply to the employment of a great number of native troops. There were 
at one time no fewer than 12.000 to 16,000 Indian troops employed ja 
China that were never voted by Parliament; and they might have been 
20,000 or 30,000, as far as Parliament was concerned.—Mr. Laixg 
assured the House, from bis own experience, that we had in India a reser- 
voir of martial force in such tribes as the Sikhs, Ghoorkas, Patbans, and 
Beloochees—equal or superior ‘to the Cossacks or Turcos, without 
reckoning the Bombay and Madras armies, which were ready to serve 
anywhere. There was no novelty in the proposal, for Indian troops now 
garrisoned Aden, Singapore, and other points beyond sea; but tbe great 
difficulty was in finding officers, which had been increased by the amaiga - 
mation of the two armies.—Lord CRANBORNE suggested that the au rate 
should not be confined to oral evidence, but that questions should be 
addressed to high Indian authorities who could not be conveniently 
brought before the committee.—The Marquis of HaRTINGTON professed 
his inability to foresee any good result from this committee.— After some 
observations from Major PARKER, the motion, with the addition of the 
amendment, was agreed to. 











Foreign Eutelligence, 
HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RorrerDaM, Fes. 22. 

In 9 former letter I gave some particulars of an address that was presented 
to the Second Chamber of the States General by some Rotterdam and Am- 
sterdam merchants conneeted with the Japan trade, begging that one of the 
members would take the initiative in requesting an indemnilication by the 
Government to those traders who experienced losses in the war in 1863. 
Several addresses to the same effect have been since received by the Par- 
liamentary bureau, and amongst the signatures appear the names of LL. D. 
Simons, from the Hague; Bonnike and Son, Warfbain and Co., hin he 
Jitta, de Coningh and Co., van Assendelft de Coningh, Bahiman and Co., 
from Amsterdam, and others. The first-named suggested that the Govern- 
ment should not relieve the Japanese Government of a part of the 
indemnification, which must be paid by it according to the treaties ; as the 
opening of more harbours in Japan—as that Government promises to do 
—does not counterbalance that direct profit. It is quite certain that this 
gentleman does not profess the principles of Free-trade, because he suggests 
that the profits wili gradually decrease with the extending of the Japan 
trade, Second Chamber will undoubtedly disregard these claims. 

In some of the foreign papers I find the following singular but true 
story of making money. Our Prince of Orange is defendant in a very 
curious suit that is now before the French courts. Last year he bought 
from a certain van den Daele an estate in the Ardennes for a sum of 
300,000 francs, represented by acceptances. Upon the title deeds of this 
property the Prince tried to borrow 150,000 francs from the French 
Credit Foncier, but not succeeding, he put one of his friends in the 
chateau, with directions to buy cattle and all sorts of agricultural imple- 
ments and to make the most out of the produce. But the Prince forgot 
to pay his acceptances or even the expenses incurred by his agent,,and 
actiona are pending for the recovery of the sums due, sincerely regret 
that this is not the first time Le has endeavoured to make money in this 
manner to recover the sums he squandered away. . 

It was with much regret that the news of the death of Mr. A. Prins, 
vice-president of the Council of India, was received here. The fact was 
published on the 15th of February by telegraph despatch ola Point dé 
Galle. 

The 50th anniversary of H.M. the King was solemnised yesterday 
throughout the whole country in the usual manner. The knighthood of 
the Netherlands Lion was conferred on a great many persons, amongst 
others upon Mr. W. D. Lammers van Toorenburg, resident at Soura- 
karta. On the same day the Major-General of the N. I. army, W. C. 
von Schierbrand, was promoted to be Lieut.- General. , 

The last returns in reference to the rinderpest give the following re- 
sults: In the week ending the 9th February, 2,048 head of cattle were 
attacked, against 2,620 and 3,251 in the two previous weeks. Not only 
are the peasantry suffering much by this calamity, but also by the water 
that has inundating a great part of our country; the dykes in some pro- 
vinces being broken down. 

There is no news about the Scheldt question ; the Prussian engineer 
is ill, which has caused another delay in settling the dispute. 

A very interesting book has been published upon Japan. It is written 
by Jkr. J. C. L. Pompe van Medervoort, who passed many yearsin that 
country as Govermental doctor and director of the Imperial Japanese 
Medical School of Nagasaki. The book is published by Messrs. van den 
Herwelland van Santen, of Leyden. 

The cloth market in India and China being overstocked a meeting 
was convoked at Twenthe, the Dutch Manchester, to consider the question 
whether it was not advisable to decrease the working hours. The meeting 
carried the resolution, ** That it was to the interests of industry and the 
workmen to apply that measure in the cotton manufactures.”

terest. On the contrary, it is a strange fact that, before the discussions 
were opened, the President of the Second Chamber announced that a 
secret sitting was to be held, as the Ministry had to communicate some in- 
teresting particulars. It was soon rumoured that they were relative to some 
strong misrepresentations which were made by the Prussian Government 
to ours, respecting the Limburg Question. So much seems to be certain, 
that the Government of Prussia is wicked, in consequence of the speech 
from the throne, by which the Luxemburg Chambers were opened and 
which was delivered by Prince Henry, in name of our king, the Grand 
Duke. Several conversations took place in the last days between the 
Prussian Minister and our Minister of Foreign Affairs; ou the other side 
it has transpired that two rmen-of-war have been ordered to return from 
Stalta to Nieuwe Diep, whilst six men-of-war (ironclads and frigates) are 
to be equipped without the shortest delay in the said harbour. Add to 
these facts that the Prussian papers deal with our country in the most 
humiliating and hostile way, and then you will conceive that there are 
some matters that must disturb our public, and indeed it was desirable tha 
the Cabinet should give some calming explanations. It is true that in yes- 
terday’s sitting it was stated by J. de Casembroot that we were in good 
harmony with all the foreign Powers, but it should be highly preferable 
when this was assured by the Minister of Foreign Affairs, who is the only 
person who can state it. 

From Brussels I hear that on our King’s birthday a banquet took place, 
on which the principal Dutchmen living in Belgium met. It was resolved 
to constitute a Dutch union of charity, with the aim to support all the 
Datchmen in a moral and financial way, who will want this, and who 
reside in Belgium. This is the first union that was constituted in foreign 
countries. It will be patronised by the Dutch Minister. 

- The Crown of Oaks (eikenkroon) was conferred by our King Grand 
Duke of Luxemburg to the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Mr. Van Zuylen. 

From Rio we heard very good news about the Aayoo-Mar, a man-of- 
war which was built here for account of the Japan Government. The 
ship and machinery are said to be first-rate.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &.: 
(FROM OUR OWN COBRESPONDENT.)

Since Jast mail the great event in Germany, and a novelty it was ia jts 
Way, was the general election of members for the new North Gertnan Par- 
liament. Whilst in England the people are clamouring for Reform and 
an extension of the suffrage, the Germans, who without any trouble on 
their part have obtained triennial Parliaments, vote by ballot and universal 
suffrage, do not seem to appreciate the value of the political advaatages 
they enjoy, fur rot one half of them have taken the trouble to go to the 
Here at Hamburg this apathy was 
still greater; the two electoral districts of the city contain about 
53,000 registered voters, but the entire number that voted was 
under 20,000, the successful candidates being Mr. Charles de Cha- 
peaurouge (a large merchant and banker of Swiss origin, but whose 
family have been established here for several generations) and Dr. Anton 
Ree, whilst in the rural district, Mr. Sloman, the eminent shipowner 
(whose father was an Englishman) was all but unanimously elected. At 
Prussia there are 236 electoral districts of 100,000 inhabitants each, in the 
minor States, 61, total 297, each of which returns one member. As far 
as is known at present of the result of the elections in Prussia, the conser- 
vative element has the preponderance. Of the 223 definitively elected 
members 107 are Conservatives, 91 Liberal-Conservatives, 41 Liberals, 11 
Uitramontanes, and 43 Poles. Amongst the former are one prince of 
the blood (Prince Friederich Carl), 2 dukes, 4 princes, 26 counts, 
9 barons and 71 other nobles. There are 9 ministers and ex-ministers, 
12 generals, 33 civil officers of rank ; also 1 banker, 2 manufacturers, 
two professors, two clergymen, one bookseller, and eight doctors of the 
different faculties. As the elections are decided by an absolute majority, 
in several cases a second one was required between the two highest on the 
poll, which is then decided by a simple relative majority; and as in the 
present state of infancy which parliamentary life is now going through in 
Germany, candidates have nowhere come torward to ‘solicit the honour 
of your vote and support,” so it is but natural that in many places the 
same men are elected for several electoral districts, and take their choice 
for which they will sit. Thus Count Bismark, who is now very popular, 
has been elected for half a dozen different places. All this necessi- 
Altona Mr. Pustau was put in nominatiun, and would probably have 
been returned, but he declined the honour of becoming M.P., and pre- 
ferred to stay at home and look after his business. The gentleman 
elected for Altona is Dr. Rudolph Schleiden, a retired diplomatist, for 
many years envoy and Minister Resident for the Free Hanseatic Cities 
at Washington. 

it has been reported that Prussia is on the eve of sending out several 
ships of war to assist the Vineta in exterminating the pirates in China, but 
I am unable to trace the report tu any authentic source. On the contrary, 
i have been assured by a gentleman well acquainted with what is going on 
in the Prussian navy, that no further reinforcements are likely to be sent 
out this year, but rather to wait and see how the Prussian ships of war are 
to be converted into the nucleus of a Federal and National German navy.

THE FRENCH SERVICE V. THE P. AND O. 


Tue letter of ‘‘ A China Merchant,” which appears in another 
column, on the comparative merits of the P. and O. Com- 
pany and the Messageries Imperiales, sets forth some un- 
deniable facts, but none that have the recommendation of 
novelty. The shortcomings of the P. and QO. service so cir- 
cumstantially recounted by him have long formed the basis 
of comparisons between the English and French steamers, 
highly unfavourable to the former ; and the feeling of dissatis- 
faction, already strong, is revived with increased intensity regu- 
larly once a month, when the homeward French steamer all but 
overtakes at Suez the P. and O. mail leaving China ten or twelve 
days before it. And as our correspondent justly points out, 
although exceptions sometimes occur, by the P. and O. vessels 
reaching Suez at or before their due date, any advantage that 
might accrue from this is generally nullified by the want of a 
spare steamer in readiness at Alexandria to provide for what is 
evidently an unexpected contingency. The whole root of tho 
evil is in a nutshell, and it would be sheer waste of time te 
go over the arguments pro and con. which have been agitated 
for the past few years. The company are allowed too much 
time to perform the service. Reduce the contract time from 
Shanghai to Marseilles to forty-two days in the N.E. mon- 
soon and forty-six in the 8.W. and the P.‘and O. can do it 
as well as the French steamers. We have repeatedly urged 
that the China service should not be made to hang on the 
Calcutta steamer at Galle, but come on direct to Suez, and 
of course a steamer to be in waiting at Alexandria. As the 
time approaches for inviting tenders for a new service we 
may expect to see it revised accordingly. ° 

Certainly there are extenuating circumstances that should 
not be forgotten, and these are generally overlooked by in- 
dividuals who find cause of complaint against the company. 
The service should be viewed as a whole, and in passing judg- 
ment on it we should take asa basis for our verdict its relative 
efficiency over a long term of years, rather than its most 
prominent deficiencies during a transitional period such as the 
present. The system of communications it embraces forms 
such an intricate and wide-spreading network, and the distances 
from port to port are so long as compared with those in other 
parts of the world, that some slight indulgence might be accorded 
on this score. It is easy to say that there are other companies 
now that would perform the work as well as or better than 
the P.:and O. Company, but we must remember in how 
many past years they have done it—and, on the whole, 
done it well—when no other company existed that was 
capable of undertaking it at all. Facts and figures, however, are 
stubborn things ; and when a carefully prepared table shows 
that on the average the P. and O. Company take nearly seven 
days longer than their rivals to bring us our China letters, we 
fear they have little chance of an honourable acquittal on the 
score of previous good character. We have never sided with 
those violent detractors of the service who every now and then 
fulminate their wrath against it for no better cause than the 
discomfort resultiug from an ill-cooked meal or a glass of iuferior 
sherry ; but these constantly recurring delays are vexatious in 
the extreme, and it is difficult to find any apology for them. 
We have often pointed out that it is intolerable that the ser-

vice should be conducted in such a manner as to be unable to 
avail of an early arrival at Suez. The company’s own interests 
demand that a steamer should be waiting at Alexandria. It 
is an injustice to their own vessels, captains, and engineers that 
the steamer which arrives out should be again despatched in a 
few hours, and no doubt the accident just reported to the 
Poonah* is owing to this pressure. 





FINANCE COMPANIES. 

THe time has come to individualise the leading cause of that 
wide spread devastation of means and credit which has acted 
so injuriously on our home interests and so seriously affected our 
mercantile position in relation to other great countries, The 
Finance Companies are the true authors of it. They assumed 
to guide into new channels the overflow of surplus capital, and 
taking advantage of the refined organism of diffused credit and 
the comparatively untried experience of the public in limited 
liability, they represented the certainty of returns far beyond 
what capital had everknown. They set afloat masses of worth- 
less paper, and obtained advances on questionable securities 
to an extent that curtailed legitimate acoommodation to the 
mercantile and trading community. Theirs was the allotted 
task of drawing away the disposable means of the country from 
that systematic development that had led to a material progress 
unparalleled in national annals. Foreign to our,soil, of a rank 
and unsubstantial growth, their blighting influence was ulti- 
mately exerted on the expansive activity of private enterprise. 
But even the French model was widely departed from. Had 
they acted simply as auxiliaries and intermediaries between 
money borrowers and investors, they would have fulfilled their 
professed functions, and this legitimate form of operation at the 
outset of their career resulted in a few splendid successes, 
which being blazed about generated a host of other 
finance and contract companies. All were bidders for public 
confidence, and this confidence increased the more for the 
mystery hanging about their mysterious achievements. Inves- 
tors, misled by the splendid dividends withdrew their means 
from customury profitable employment, and for their hard cash 
the finance companies tendered securities which, for the most 
part, have proved absolutely valueless. The means thus ob- 
tained, aided by pledges of gigantic but unsubstantial credit, were 
applied to undertakings not only demanding, in most instances, 
long terms of years for their completion, but the remunerative 
character of which wholly depended on their being fully carried 
out. To find at once employment and profit, needless projects 
were multiplied. Railway companies experienced the full force 
of their reckless competition for capital, und were compelled to 
secure, at usurious rates,-the means for extensions rendered 
necessary in self-defence, owing to the infinite number of new 
lines promoted by the aid of the Finance Companies. 

It was not long before our great contractors were at their 
mercy. Not one half the cost with which the incomplete oon- 
tract works were debited had been spent in actual cash. Suc- 
cessive advances were made by the finance companies on more 
and more exacting terms; nor did they really possess that 
command of means which the number and extent of their mis- 
cellaneous ventures implied. Allowing their investments to 
have been sound, the capital was locked up for periods too 
protracted to be safe, and even had the undertakings, so far as 
carried out, been money’s worth, the country could not have 
sustained the burden. The wonderfully generative power of these 
finance companies, the multiplicity of schemes to which the 
public were asked to subscribe upon their judgment, gave 
them the means of securing funds to be used in the 
promotion of still wilder ventures, and of calling into existence 
@ mass of paper bearing the signature of the contractors 
in these new enterprises which, with their acceptances 
attached, might in their turn be regarded by the banks 
as security for further advances, The scale of operations was 
thus continually enlarging, and with this additional circumstance, 
that the finance companies were working on the same ground 
which previously eXisting individual combinations were quite 
competent to fill. Operating in the spirit Jof unscrupulous 
competition, they destroyed substantial and lucrative businesses, 
leaving in their places only disorganisation and the wreck of 
inchoate enterprises. But for these finance companies men like 
Sir Morton Peto might have carried their individual undertakings 
to a successful issue, but neither executive skill, nor known

probity, nor large means could stand before their destructive 
influence. 

The last reports of the existing financial companies, if read 
by the light of past experience and tested by their balance 
sheets, will hide from few, notwithstanding the specious cha- 
racter of their representations, the excessive weight of their 
commitments and the utterly irrecoverable character of a large 
portion of their former advances. The report of the Inter- 
national Financial Society shows that in the last year the so- 
called profits of £30,693 assumed to be brought forward from 
the previous year’s transactions, had been absorbed, and a 
further loss of £23,934 incurred, and that the reserve fund was a 
merely nominal one, less than £5,000 ; and yet the International 
Financial had a board of directors second in business and 
financiering reputation to that of no other institution in London. 
The International Financial shares, on which £5 was paid, are 
worth but £2 10s. to £3 10s. ; the shares of the London Finan- 
cial Association, on which £25 have been paid, range from 
£7 10s. to £8 10s. ; the General Credit and Discount shares, 
on which £7 10s, has been paid, must be sold at a loss of £2; 
Credit Foncier of England shares, on which £9 have been 
paid, have been sold at public auction for £4. There is reason 
to believe that the shares of not a few finance companies, even 
at their present depreciated rates, are bolstered up by adven- 
ttious influences. Itisan error to suppose that financial com- 
panies that have been pursuing a reckless career can at the 
mere bidding of shareholders check effectively unwise opera- 
tions. Shareholders are perpetually deceived by statements of 
“ gross profits for the year ;” the gross profits for the past year 
were stated by the chairman of the International Financial at 
£65,000, yet we are told in the directors’ report “ the profits 
have been absorbed.” The flosing game is perpetually repre- 
sented as a winning one. It may be doubted whether any of 
these financial companies knew their true position, so wide had 
been the area of their operations, so purely speculative and con- 
tingent on innumerable risks, their advances. The happy 
thought of reconstruction or of forming a company éo take over 
uself, will not deceive the initiated nor lead them to suppose 
that the reduction of nominal share capital is the sole object 
in view. The London Financial Association has made out a 
balance of accounts mainly by means of a heavy call. 

Finance companies should be cleared from the soil of 
England. The Imperial Mercantile Credit and a host of other 
would-be financiers have already succumbed. There is ample 
scope for the productive employment of the capital of the 
country, ample means for securing aid to every sound enterprise, 
without them, and we may expect to see the remainder of them 
disappear almost as rapidly as they have sprung up. The fact 
that finance companies are essentially hostile to all those modes 
of sound combination and individual energy to which we clearly 
owe our national advance in wealth, is now beginning to be 
appreciated, and already their influence in bringing out new 
companies as so many floats to their own fortunes, has been 
shattered. The beguiled investors and thousands of’ ruined 
victims are unable to realise, in many cases, one tenth part of 
their outlay, and frequently are glad to forfeit all, and so escape 
the fangs of their directors or the Court of Chancery, that bourne 
to which so many concerns have been driven for vivisection. 
The following is from the report presented by the directors 
of the Credit Foncier of England at the meeting on the 18th 
inst. Notwithstanding these flourishing reports, it is singular 
that the shares should stand so low. The present prices are : 
Credit Foncier, £9 paid, £3 10s. to £4; International Finance, 
£5 paid, £2 10s; General Credit, £7 10s. paid, £5 58.; London 
Financial, £25 paid, £7. The report of the Credit Foncier 
opens with a statement that 

The directors do not recommend any dividend, the current income 
having been applied to meet a reduction in the previously estimated valut 
of the assets, but states that the capital of the company remains intac 
and that each share on which £9 is credited is represented by an equa 
amount of assets, taken at the lowest fair valuation. Of the nature of the 
investments of the company an extent of information is at the same time 
given apparently as ample as could reasonably be desired. The amount 
inthe London, Chatham, and Dover Railway stands in the books at 
£301,881, of which £180,341 consists of debentures taken at a discount, 
with overdue coupons, and £121,540 is Metropolitan A stock, ‘‘ taken at 
avery low price.” This asset represents the largest investment by the 
company in any single undertaking, and the directors believe that, con- 
sidering the terms at which it was taken and the prospects of the line, 
“an early profit on the amount standing in the company’s books in rela- 
tion to it may beexpected.” The other principal undertakings in which 
the company are interested are—\. The City of Milan Improvements, 
Company, of whose works the first section isto be opened at midsummer, 
and on which, “ if only a portion of the antici results take place ” 
an increase of £100,000 may be obtained on the valuation now put upon 
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them; 2. The Millwall Freehold Land and Docks, which are expected 
to be opened for business in August; 3. The Irrigation Company of 
France, a concern that “ promises to be one of the most successful of its 
kind ;” 4. The Paris Streets Company, for making two new streets in 
Paris, expected to be finished in July, and for which the directors count 
upon very satisfactory returns ;"" 5. The Varna Railway, now immediately 
about to be opened, with the prospect, it is said, of a highly remunerative 
grain traffic; 6. The Imperial Land Company of Marseilles, for which, 
‘if it obtains, as is expected, the concession of making the new port of 
Catalans, competent authorities in Marseilles prognosticate a great 
future ;” 7. The City Offices Company, which, from its premises in Old 
Broad-street and Bisbopsgate-street, ‘is fast accumulating a rent-roll far 
in excess of the annual liability on the amount of £300.000 for which the 
Credit Foncier have guaranteed its debentures ;” and lastly, the Belgian 
Public Works Company, for the drainage and embellishment of Brussels, 
“which promises the best results as to profit.” In conclusion, the 
directors point out that from the date of the formation of their undertak- 
ing in February, 1864, up to the end of last month, the shareholders have 
received dividends for the whole time at the rate of 183 per centum per 
annum. 


THE SAN FRANOISCO AND CHINA LINE. 

Congress has at last passed an Act permitting the Pacific Mail 
Company to perform the service without calling at Honolulu, on 
condition that they establish a branch service between Yoko- 
hama and Shanghai. ‘This course has been agreed to, and the 
branch steamers, it is expected, will be ready to correspond with 
the steamer leaving San Francisco on the 3rd July. The Great 
Republic and Celesttal Empire are expected to bo at San Fran- 
cisco in time to take up the monthly service from that dato. 





AcoorDING to some accounts the affront offered by Mons. 
Aubaret to the King of Siam has been misrepresented. It is, 
however, agreed that it is highly improper for Mons. Aubaret to 
demand satisfaction from the King for statements in the Bang- 
kok Recorder. We understand that this subject will be brought 
to the knowledge of the Emperor Napoleon, by Sir John Bow- 
ring, on his first interview as the special Ambassador of Siam 
to the Courts of Europe; we therefore reserve our comments 
on the matter. 





Mr. MIcx.es, a director of the East India Telegraph Com- 
pany of New York, has not yet arrived in London, and the 
delay is attributed to the death of Mr. Jonw P, YELvErrTon, 
the president. Nothing will, we presume, be done until the 
arrival of this gentleman in the way of shipping out the neces- 
sary materials for laying the wires and cables in China. 


Ar the meeting of the Mont Cenis Railway Company it was 
stated that the line would be partially opened in May, and for 
the whole route in July.

THE FRENCH v. THE P. AND O. LINE. 


(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—It is somewhat surprising that public opinion has not been more 
unreservedly expressed as to the very marked and serious shortcomings of 
the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company in the conveyance 
of mails and passengers from the East. Surely it is a national disgrace 
that we who pride ourselves on being the first naval power in the world, 
essentially a maritime people, and understanding to perfection the manage~- 
ment of ocean steamers, should quietly allow ourselves to be completely 
distanced by the French in the conveyance of mails from India and China. 

It appears as if the P. and O. Co. either are wholly unable successfully 
to compete with the Messageries Imperiales (French Company), or that 20 
long as they can secure the Government subsidy they care but little to 
perform the service as well as their competitors. 

It is not occasionally that they are outrun by the French—it is quite 
the rule for the letters by the latter company to be delivered three to eight 
days in advance of those by the P. and O. Co., and the average for the 
year 1866 shows by the annexed statistics a difference of over six days 
in the passage from Shanghai in favour of the French company. 
I left that port last spring for England by the P. and QO. steamer, the 
French mail boat starting at the same time; yet, notwithstanding the latter 
incurred a loss of two days by calling at Saigon against six hours that we 
remained at Penang, we found to our chagrin on arriving at Ceylon that 
we had been beaten in the race halfway some six days, the passengers by 
the French boat travelling about one-third faster than we did. 

The very marked preference now shown for the Messageries Imperiales 
service as compared with the P. and O. Company is sufficiently exemplified 
by the following extract froma letter penned by my correspondents at 
Shanghai in November last, and which I especially commend to the eae 
of the directors and shareholders as tending to explain the large falling 
off in the quantity of silk lately entrusted to them for conveyance as 
compared with that shipped by the French company :—— 
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me, ee ea ee 


' The Messageries Imperiales, by showing an evident desire to accom- 
modate the requirements of shippers and passengers, are daily acquiring 
more marked preference over the P. and O. Company. This is strikingly 
shown in the respective lists of cargo and passengers on the present occa- 
The P. and QO. steamer, from Yokohama, brought 137 bales of silk 
and only a few passengers, whilst the French steamer had a full comple- 
sanat of passengers and 1,520 bales of silk; both steamers were loading 
at the same time, and the English left one day in advance of the French. 
From here (Shanghai) the French steamer has 2,800 bales China silk,

whilat the English has only 500 to 600 bales. 


“=e do not hear any complaint against the agents of the P. and O. 
steamers to account for the preferenoe given to the French, but consider 
it due entirely to the superior class of steamers on the French lice and 
the general arrangements of that company to afford greater accommoda- 


tion and more rapid transit.” 


Even when the P. and O. Company's boat does manage to make a good 
passage and arrive before contract time at Suez, it is rendered of no avail 
by the neglect to keep a spare steamer at Alexandria. It is asserted that 
tueir steamers are sometimes checked in their speed in the Red Sea, if it is 
probable that they will arrive at Suez before the due date. Thus I notice 
that the letters and passengers by the incoming mail will be de- 
tained five days in Egypt on this account, at the expiration of which 
time I calculate the following French mail with twelve days later news

LECTURE ON SIAM. 


Sir John Bowring ‘delivered a lecture on Sunday evening, the 17th 
Inst., to an audience of nearly 2,000 persons who crowded St. Martin’s 
Hail ; the subject was ‘‘ Siam and the Siamese.” He detailed the various 
attempts which at different periods had been made by the Portuguese, the 
‘Dutch, the Spaniards, the Americans, the French, and the English, to 
establish commercial relations with that country, and the final success of 
his mission in 1858, which led to the opening of the Siamese ports to 
foreign commerce and to a succession of treaties, of which the Anglo- 
Siamese served as the model. He gave some striking evidence of the 
development of the resources of the country, since the emancipation of 
the native trade from the old monopolies which fettered it, and intercourse 
‘with other countries§had impelled production, introduced capital, created 
shipping, and augmented the general Prosperity. He gave an account of 
the usages of the Courts and of the character of the King, which created 
the greatest interest among the very large auditory. Very beautiful sacred 
music from Handel, Haydn, and other great artists, introduced and con- 
cluded the eae 3 and we understand the committee have urged upon 
Sir John that he should deliver a second lecture, which he declined, as it 
was most likely his nomination as Ambassador from Siam to the Courts 
of Europe would soon compel his absence from England.

The directors of the Land Mortgage Bank of India are proposing a 
further issue of £500,000 debentures, bearing 5 per cent. interest, payable 
half-yearly at £87 for every £100, redeemable at par within thirty years 
by half-yearly drawings.
